Thorton  Wilder’s  Pulitzer  Prize- 
winning play,  “The  Skin  of  Our 
Teeth,”  will  be  presented  at  BYU 
beginning  Thursday  at  8:15  p.m. 
in  the  Drama  Theater  of  the  Har- 
ris Fine  Arts  Center. 

The  play  will  continue  until 
Feb.  27  with  showings  Thursday 
through  the  22  and  from  the  24th 
to  the  27th. 

THE  COMEDY  tells  the  story 


Honor  Code’s 
Enforcement 
To  Stiffen  Up 

The  Office  of  University  Stand- 
ards is  contemplating  more  inten- 
sive processing  of  all  violators  of 
the  Honor  Code  at  BYU  an- 
nounced Kenneth  Lauritzen, 
chairman  of  University  Stand- 
ards. 

“For  several  years  the  Honor 
Code  has  been  emphasized  at 
BYU  Lauritzen  stated.  “However, 
there  are  many  students  who,  al- 
though they  honor  the  major  as- 
pects of  the  Honor  Code  such  as 
high  standards  of  morality  and 
observance  of  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, hedge  on  what  they  con- 
sider minor  values  of  the  Honor 
system.” 

Two  of  the  problems  that 
Chairman  Lauritzen  and  his  staff 
were  concerned  with  are  that 
of  classroorn,cheating  and  illegal 
transferrence  of  student  activity 
cards  among  students  and  their 
off-campus  friends. 

Lauritzen  has  been  confronted 
with  numerous  problems  concern- 
ing activity  card  misuse.  “This 
actually  is  a form  of  cheating.” 


of  the  Antrobus  family,  repre- 
senting mankind,  and  takes  the 
audience  on  a time  trip  showing 
how  history  repeats  itself  and 
how  man  has  repeatedly  escaped 
from  threatening  destruction  by 
‘the  skin  of  his  teeth.’ 

Using  a circus  type  staging,  the 
players  are  allowed  to  step  out 
of  their  roles  and  speak  directly 
to  the  audience,  even  complain- 
ing about  the  lines  assigned  to 
them. 

BY  USING  this  type  of  pres- 
entation Wilder  brings  the  “here 
and  now”  closer  to  all  past  ages, 
according  to  Dr.  Charles  Metten, 
director  of  the  play. 

The  Antrobus  family  survives 
fire,  flood,  pestilence,  the  seven- 
year  locust,  the  ice  age,  the 
black  pox,  a dozen  wars,  many 
depressions,  and  the  double  fea- 
ture. 

ACCORDING  TO  critics  of  the 
play  the  family  is  as  durable  as 
radiators  and  “looks  upon  the 
future  with  disarming  optimism.” 

Because  of  the  delay  in  the 
opening  of  the  new  Drama  Thea- 
ter, “Skin  of  Our  Teeth”  has  been 
in  rehearsal  since  Thanksgiving, 
according  to  Dr.  IMetten. 

COMMENTING  ON  the  parts 
they  portray  in  the  play  Dan 
Staples,  I\Ir.  Antrobus,  feels  the 
play  “has  a lot  to  say  and  is  a 
good  commentary  on  humanity.” 

Carol  Lynn  Wright,  (Mrs.  An- 
trobus,) said  she  felt  her  part 
protrayed  “the  eternal  affirma- 
tive— always  believing  in  ultimate 
good  even  when  everyone  else 
falters. 

She  feels  "the  mixture  of  com- 
edy and  serious  intent  in  the  char- 
acter is  most  challenging.” 

Michele  Priebe,  protraying  the 
pessimistic  maid  Sabina,  termed 
the  production  a “simple  play 


with  a simple,  understandable 
message  for  the  audience.

Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  first  in  a 
series  of  five  interviews  with  foreign 
students.  International  Week  running 
Monday  through  Friday  will  try  to 
promote  international  understanding 
and  universal  brotherhood. 

Known  as  Willy  to  most  of  his 
friends,  Te  Urunga  Haereiti  came 
to  BYU  one  year  ago.  • 

Before  being  converted  to  the 
church  five  years  ago,  Willy  be- 
longed to  the  Ratana  Church,  a 
religion  based  on  faith  healing. 

HE  TAUGHT  SCHOOL  ON  a 
small  island  in  the  Great  Barrier 
area  called  Flat  Island.  There  he 
was  in  charge  of  a small  number 
of  children. 

“It  was  real  nice,  because  the 
head  of  the  school  was  also  Mor- 
mon and  we  would  have  Sunday 
School.  We  vrould  even  teach 
Mormon  songs  during  singing  in 
the  school.” 

WILLY  TAUGHT  FOR  six 

years  before  coming  to  BYU  to 
gain  more  education,  “Our  edu- 
cational system  is  influenced  by 
the  British,”  said  Willy.  “I  want 
to  learn  more  of  the  modern 
techniques  of  teaching  so  I can 
be  of  more  benefit  to  my  people 
and  the  Church.”  Things  are 
changing  so  rapidly,  it  is  hard 
to  keep  up.”  he  added.  “They  are 
adopting  American  methods  in 
New  Zealand.” 

When  Willy  arrived  in  America 
for  the  first  time,  he  was  on  tour 
with  Ma,ori  dancers.  (They  ap- 
peared in  the  BYU  Fieldhouse 
last  year).  He  continued  with  the 
tour  when  it  went  to  Hawaii  and 
was  director  of  Culture  in  Hawaii' 
for  a short  time. 

“AMERICA  SEEMED  LIKE 
an  unusual  glossy  picture  you 
see  in  magazine  advertisements,” 
comented  Willy.  “I  wasn't  dis- 
appointed at  all  when  I finally 
got  here.” 

“The  one  thing  that  impressed 
me  most  was  the  huge  freeways 
— it  seems  like  everything  in 
America  is  on  such  a large  scale,” 
he  grinned. 


Commenting  on  American  girls, 
Willy  said,  “girls  in  New  Zealand 
are  much  more  athletic.  Girls  here 
are  so  feminine  and  dainty.  In 
New  Zealand,  everybody  plays 
basketball,  including  girls.” 

NEW  ZEALAND  IS  CERTAIN- 
LY the  place  for  avid  deer  hunt- 
ers. It  is  open  season  all  time.  ‘In 
fact,”  said  W'illy,  “the  only  license 


we  have  to  buy  is  for  ducks.” 

“I  would  like  to  partake  of  the 
American  cultural  events  while  I 
am  here,”  pointed  out  Willy. 
“Sometimes  I have  to  do  so  many 
performances  about  the  New  Zea- 
land cuture,  that  I don’t  have  the 
time  to  attend  operas,  plays,  etc. 
but  I certainly  enjoy  sharing  my 
customs  with  the  students.” 


Known  as  Willy  on  campus,  Te  Urunga  Haereite  hopes 
to  adopt  some  of  the  American  methods  of  teaching.

The  Cougars,  respecting  the

Time  and  again 
they  intercepted  an  errant  Cou- 
gar pass  or  half  rebound  to  pick 
up  a quick  two  points. 

This  is  not  to  say  the  Brigs 
ever  gave  up  hope  of  victory.  The 
battled  and  scrapped  right  to  the 
very  end.  The  slow-down  offense 
of  New  Mexico,  however,  was 
only  vaguely  present  and  then 
mostly  toward  the  end  wheA  they 
held  a commanding  lead.  On  sev- 
eral occassions  they  showed  quite 
graphically  they  knew  what  a 
fast-breaking  was  all  about. 

NEW  .MEXICO  IS  a good  team, 
perhaps  even  a great  team.  That 
they  are  the  best  in  the  confer- 
ence. however,  might  be  question 
ed.  They  own  the  lead  in  the  con- 
ference right  now,  but  they’ve 
played  .all  five  games  at  home— 
their  remaining  five  are  all  on 
the  read  . . . for  them  the  test 
is  .iust  beginning. 

'The  rest  of  the  conference  has 
BYU,  Arizona,  and  Wyoming  tied 
for  second  with  3-2  records  while 
Utah  and  Arizona  State  bring 
up  the  rear  with  one  win  and  four 
losses  each.
